BUILDER SEIZED 
ON MRS. UNGER’S 
LARCENY CHARGE 


Threat to Sue Her for 
$50,000 Part of Grand 
Scandal. 


Mrs. Athalie BH. Unger’s war activi- 
ties, which have been marked by tu- 
mult at intermittent periods since she 
began them, developed a new uproar 
yesterday, in the arrest of Frank M. 
Lauferski, a contractor. Lauferski 
countered by the declaration he would 
sue Mrs. Unger for $50,000 damages. 

Lauferski is head of the Fidelity 
Express and Van company and a lead- 
er in Polish circles. His home and 
office is at 5822 Indiana avenue. Mrs. 
Unger’s warrent charges larceny by 
bailee. The sum mentioned when she 
applied at the detective bureau to 
acting Lieut. John Bourke for Lau- 
ferski’s arrest, was $7,000. Laufer- 
ski’s attorneys, Callahan & Callahan, 
however, say the claim made by the 
Unger organization is only about 
$2,000. 

Echo of Bucks’ Homecoming. 

The arrest arises out of the build- 
ing of the grand stand and decorations 
by which Mrs. Unger’s branch of the 
149th field artillery auxiliary was to 
help welcome home Reilly's Bucks. 
Mrs. Unger, it will be remembered, 
was ousted from the 148th auxillary 
last July, and on July 15, 1918, was 
elected president of “the Fathers and 
Mothers’ Relief society,” which her 
adherents had formed when she was 
dismissed by the original group. 
Lauferski was arrested by Detective 
Sergeants Philip Parodi and Alfred 
Winge. He gave bond of $3,600 signed 
by Mrs. Katherine Costello, 3541 Filour- 
noy street, and approved by Judge Ed 
mund Jarecki. Attorney Philip Mc- 
Kenna was among those who interested 
themselves in obtaining the contract- 
or’s release. 
Lauferski, who had three nephews 
in the war, one of whom is still in 
the hospital at Fort Sheridan, has 
been active in the Unger organization, 
according to his wife, who says she 
thinks he has spent all his money in 
this connection. She declared at mid- 
night that almost all of his time for 
the last eight . months had been given 
to the relief work. She collapsed after 
telling her story over the telephone. 


Charges Padded Accounts. 
On the other hand, Dr. William Win- 
ters, 31 North State street, a member 
of the executive committee of the 
Fathers’ and Mothers’ society, charges 
Lauferski turned in a padded expense 
account and refused to give an ac- 
counting when asked. Dr. Winters 
declares the secretaries of the 131st 
committee sent a check for $2,400, the 
108th engineers a check for $1,600, to 
Lauferski. This should not have been 
done, Winters said, as the grand stand 
work was to have been done through 
the 149th organization. 

In detailing his charges of padding, 
Dr. Winters says Lauferski charged 
$1,600 for chairs, which Dr. Winters 
says were furnished out of his own 
supply. A meeting of the auxiliaries 
was held, Dr. Winters said, and it 
was agreed-that the warrant be is- 
Lauferski’s Statement. 
Lauferski made the following state- 
ment to THe TRIBUNE early this morn- 
in 

~ am going to sue Mrs. Unger for 
1 $650,000 damages.

Rush Aid from City 
and Plant Made 
Armed Camp. 


A battle between twenty guards and 
1,000 striking employés of the Corn 
Products Refining company, at Argo, 
in which two strikers were killed and 
eighteen wounded, caused the pliant to 
be transformed into an armed camp 
last night, 100 men with automatic 
rifles, reyolvers, and blackjacks patrol- 
ling the grounds. 

8. O. 8. calls for reinforcements were 
telephoned to the Chicago police and 
the sheriff's office immediately after the 
shooting, which occurred without warn- 
ing at 6:30 o’clock. A second affray, in 


which no one was injured, so far as 


known, occurred at 7 o’clock. 
Deputies Reinforce Guards. 

Soon thereafter twenty-six Cook 
county deputy sheriffs, under com- 
mand of Deputy Shetiff Joseph A. 
Thoney, arrived at the plant in taxi- 
cabs to reinforce the company’s force 
of fourteen special police and volunteer 


guards. There was no further trouble 


last nighk, but iajregarded 


as extremely grave. —

strikers appeared to be armed chiefly 
with clubs and rocks. None of the 
guards was wounded by bullets, so far 
as known.

Two More Reported Dead. 
Capt. Michael Foran, chief of the 
Argo police department, told Trisuns 
ns at 12:30 this morning that 
two more of the victims had died, mak- 
ing a total\of four dead, but reporters 
could not locate the bodies. 

“Two others died about two hours 
ago,” Capt. Foran said, “but I don't 
want to let these people know about it. 
They might go wild and start some- 
thing. 

“Some time tonight I am going to 
have all the bodies taken to the under- 
taker. There are two of the bodies at 
the undertaker’s now, one up in the 
Argo hospital, arid one in another hos- 
pital. Some of the others may die be- 
fore the night is over. I have fifteen 
policemen and detectives here with me 
now, but the strikers are going home 
to bed and there is a chance that the 
night will pass without we more trou- 
ble. 


Strike Starts i’ Morning. 

The shooting was the climax of a 
day of tension for the village of Argo, 
where yesterday morning at 9 o’clock 
employés who had been recently or- 
ganized by the federal union, an auxil- 
lary of the International Union of 
United Brewers, Flour, Cereal and Soft 
Drink Workers, declared a strike in 
effect, to enforce demands for a closed 
shop. 

At 10 o’clock company officials an- 
nounced the plant would be closed for 
the day, so far as production was con- 
cerned. However, about 150 girls and 
200 men, who had refused to join the 
walkout, remained at the plant. Fed- 
eral union officials said 1,900 of the 
company’s 2,600 employés were organ-

LONDON, July 8.—The Crimea 
has been cleared of bolsheviki as a 
reeult of the advance of Gen. Deni- / 
kine’s troops west of the Dnieper 
river, according to a war office 
statement issued tonight. The ad- 
vance was over a front of seventy 
miles and deprived the bolsheviki 
of their sole line of communication 
between their main forces and those 
in the Crimea. In capturing Tsarit- 
zin the Denikine forces took 10,000 
prisoners and a quantity of guns, 
and, pursuing their advantage, are 
only seventy-five miles from Sara- 
tov. 


GENEVA, July 8.— Suicides 
among the German officers are in- 
creasing alarmingly, especially in 
Prussia, where the number of sui- 
cides is 38 per cent more than be- 
fore it became known that former 
Emperor William was to be placed 
on trial by the allies, according to 
Munich newspapers. The wives of 
officers afe also reported to be tak- 
ing their own lives. 


PARIS, July 8.—(Havas.)—The 
council of five this afternoon ap- 
proved the terms of the reply to 
the Austrian note with regard to 
economic questions.

Anyway, some 1,000 of the employés 
hired a band and paraded through the 
streets of Argo waving American flags 
and wearing buttons on which were 
inscribed “The Argo Labor Union” 


and, underneath, “The Chicago Fed- 


eration of Labor.” After the parade 
they assembled about the entrance to 
the plant, a massive stone gateway sur- 
mounting a ten foot fence of boards 
and barbed wire. 

They contented themselves for some 
time with picketing the fence. Then 
about 4 o’clock Miss Elizabeth Horgan, 
official nurse for the company, was 
seen driving toward the plant in an 
automobile. The strikers began throw- 
ing stones. The car had an inclosed 
top. All the windows were broken. 


Nurse Is Taunted. 


They surrounded the car and Miss 
Horgan was subjected to taunts and 
gibes, she says. Some of the strikers 
had assumed menacing attitudes, ac- 
cording to eyewitnesses, when Charles 
Johannes, chief of the company’s po- 
lice force, came to her assistance. He 
was pelted with stones and suffered 
scalp bruises, but conducted Miss Hor- 
gan to safety. 

There are a number of versions as 
to how the shooting started. The most 
generally accepted one is that strikers 
closed in on about a half dozen guards 
who were walking to the plant to re- 
port for duty. The guards ordered 
them back and clubs began appearing 
and rocks began to fly. 

Again the guards ordered them back. 
Somebody fired a revolver as the strik- 
ers continued to close in and wield 
their clubs. Some of the guards at 
the plant saw their comrades’ plight 
and ran to their aid, encountering 4 
shower of rocks. They opened fire. 


The plant presented sharply contrast- 
ed pictures last night. Outside, armed 
men patrolled the grounds and kept 
watch in the police boxes perched on 
the ten foot fence. Inside, a band

States could escape the Irish question in politics.

if Hngland could.escape it. But it’s no use. The 

Irish question ig. We don't believe it ought to be

bq@, or the Scheldt, ar Constantinople, or Armenia. 

Yet in the play of human emotions the Irish ques- 

There is no doubt England feels @ bit put out 
begause there is American interest in the Irish 
euestion. So long as we cannot very well deny 
that interest, in spite of our belief that American 
natignalism should be our first thought and duty, 
there may ag well be full admission of it. Which 
jogves only ene knothole of escape—to settle it 
forever. 

But whe can settle it? Not America; which 

England. If England doesn’t gettle it we 
om going to have Irish politics inextricably inter- 
/ twined with strictly American issues, which isn’t a 
eded thing, we think. And it is not that Irish pol- 
1 ies as such is not as healthy politics as anybody's, 
be but simply that Irigh politics ig not American 

@itics. 
} The tools mugt be proper to the job. One can’t 

make lace with a hammer, shoes with a shovel, or 

c@pk in an icebox. Irish politics ig an Irish tool— 
ta@\be uged to make Irish enterprises. American 

p@litics must contrive American institutions. Mix 
| them up and we won't know what we're making. 

But how comes America to be showing such in- 
tepest ‘in Irish tools? We suspect the “interna- 
tién,” that new coinage of the world thinkers. In- 
teymationalism has put our fingers into Shantung, 
the Saar basin, and Fiume, the Constantinople con- 
tmpyersy, and the Armenian muddle. If England, 
ag one of the five principal signatories, has made 
possible this wide latitude in the ungerambling of 
pedples, what objection ta the exercise of our be- 
nign influence in the matter of Ireland? 

England cannot deny there ie such a thing ad 

Erish problem in its politics; wherefore we 
would take it kindly of- England if it would admit 
the reasonableness of the proposition that we, too, 
have an Irish problem, and also we would be 
obliged if England will entertain the hypothesis 
that our Irishmen are just as persistent, our Irish 
question just as firmly rooted, and its chances of 
longevity just as promising as in England. Which 
jeaves the matter just where we have tried to 
iadieate—up to England. | 

But, speaking of tools, internationalism thus far 
is only the tool of nationalism, for each budding 
nationalism has employed it only to focus world| 
attention upon its own needs and the oppressions 
of stronger states; not called upon it for advice 
in the management of its affairs. People will man- 
age their own affairs once they are in hand. So 
the Irish are deftly using the internationalistic 
doctrine which has been so genially thrust into 
their hands. Who wouldn't, in a similar predica- 
ment, similarly contrive?

When the lake front ordinance wag introduced 
into the council several aldermen served notice that 
they were going to present amendments. One in 
particular insisted that the time allowed for com- 
plete electrification of the Illinois Central railroad 
should be shortened from fifteen to twelve or even 
ten years. Now it is altogether desirable to get elec- 
trification as soon as possible, and it is not improb- 
able that some of the other amendments are equally 
desirable, but the great danger ig that such pro- 


posals, being of a contentious nature, will serve | 


only te postpone action and, temporarily at least, 
defeat the whole project.

THE FUTURE OF AMERICAN 
SHIPPING. 

Not the least of the problems—and they are nu- 
merous and intricate—-which will confront the new 
congress is the formulation of a government ship- 
ping policy. The administration as far as we know 
has no policy, and the last congress sidestepped this 
question as it did so many others. It will therefore 
develve upon the Republican leaders of the house 
and senate to work out a solution. : : 

Mr. Hurley of the United States shipping board 
has proposed that all ships owned by the govern- 
ment be gold te the highest bidders on a genera! 
basis of one-third less than the cost of building. 
Many believe’that not even two-thirds of the orig- 
inal eost gould be obtained at an open sale. The 
ships were hastily constructed, and, to say nothing 
of design, the prices paid for labor and materials 
were correspondingly exorbitant. It is not surpris- 
ing, then, that the American Manufacturers’ Export 
association insists the price should not exceed the 
cost of foreign built ships of the same class and 

But the problem by no means ends there. It ts 
impossible under our present laws for an American 
ship to carry cargo as cheaply as @ British or Jap- 
anese vessel. We cannot hope to create a merchant 
marine merely by selling government ships to pri- 
vate owners. As long as British and Japanese own. 
era, not to mention the Norwegians, can underbid 
our own maritime interests the bulk of our shipping 
will naturally be carried in foreign bottoms. 

Fhe export association proposes that the govern- 
ment should guarantee @ minimum return go as to 
protect American ship owners from losses sustained 
epmpetition with foreign owners. Thig would 
be a distinct departure from our traditional policy, 
and it is open to certain obvious objections, but the 
suggestion emphasizes the fact that we cannot es- 
tablish a merchant marine unless the government 
makes {t possible for American ship owners to meet 
foreign competition on something like equal terms. 
If congress determines that an American merchant 
marine ig desirable it will have to put into effect a 
new policy with respect to American shipping.
